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LATE  CABLES 


Spring  season  cool  and  dry  most  of  eastern  Canada,  but 
rainfall  past  2  weeks  helpful  and  crop  conditions  generally 
about  normal  at  present.  Field  work  and  seeding  operations 
nearing  completion  in  Maritime  Provinces,  where  fruit  pros- 
pects promising.  Winter  wheat  in  Ontario  came  through  winter 
well,  but  both  grain  fields  and  pastures  need  rain.  Crop 
conditions  in  Prairie  Provinces  generally  satisfactory.  Cool 
wet  weather  favored  crop  development  and  retarded  grasshopper 
activity.  Rains  received  in  dry  sections  of  these  Provinces 
as  well  as  in  British  Columbia,  where  crops  now  showing  im- 
provement.    (Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  Ottawa.)

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INTERNATIONAL  WHEAT  TRADE  CONTINUES  HEAVY 


International  trade  in  wheat  continued  to  "be  heavy  during  April; 
exports  from  the  principal  surplus-producing  countries  totaled  about  46 
million  bushels.    During  10  months  of  the  current  marketing  year,  July- 
April,  a  total  of  nearly  439  million  bushels  of  wheat,  including  flour  in 
terms  of  grain,  were  exported  by  the  United  States,  Canada,  Australia, 
Argentina,  and  the  Danube  Basin.    During  the  corresponding  period  of  1937- 
38,  these  countries  exported  only  370  million  bushels,  but  in  July-April 
1936-37  their  combined  exports  totaled  about  510  million  bushels.

The  United  States  has  accounted  for  about  a  fifth  of  the  wheat 
shipped  through  April  of  this  season  and  last,  compared  with  less  than  4 
percent  in  1936-37.    Canada  has  been  shipping  about  a  third  of  the  total 
exports  from  principal  countries;  but,  largely  because  of  increased  volume 
from  Argentina  and  Australia,  its  share  fell  to  29  percent  during  April. 
North  American  exports  during  the  10  months  under  review  constituted  more 
than  50  percent  and  the  Southern  Hemisphere  35  percent  of  the  total,  with 
the  Danube  Basin  supplying  14  percent. 

Prom  July  1  through  April  of  this  season,  the  United  States  ex- 
ported over  94  million  bushels  of  wheat.    About  65  million  bushels  went 
to  European  markets  as  against  57  million  in  the  corresponding  months,  of 
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last  season.     The  United  Kingdom  took  26  million  bushels  and  the  Netherlands 
16  million.     The  percentage  of  total  exports  going  to  Latin  American  coun- 
tries was  less  than  in  July-April  1937-38;  Mexico,  Brazil,  and  Peru  have 
taken  considerably  smaller  quantities  this  season.     Shipments  to  the  Orient, 
mostly  to  China,  were  several  times  as  large,  the  percentage  of  the  total 
"being  8.5  this  season  as  compared  with  less  than  2  percent  last  year.

INCREASED  EGYPTIAN  ESTIMATE  OF  1938  COTTON  PRODUCTION 


The  final  revised  estimate  of  the  1938-39  Egyptian  cotton  crop  has 
been  placed  at  1,728,000  bales  of  478  pounds,  according  to  a  cable  received 
from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     This  figure 
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compares  with  the  first  estimate  of  1,627,000  "bales  issued  in  October  and 
the  second  estimate  of  1,523,000  made  in  November  but  is  below  that  for  the 
record  1937-38  crop  of  2,281,000  bales. 

By  a  decree  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  of  April  11,  1939,  the 
last  day  for  the  ginning  of  the  1938-39  crop  has  been  changed  from  April  30 
to  May  15.     This  extension  was  granted  upon  the  request  of  the  growers,  who 
still  possessed  unginned  cotton.     They  had  held  their  cotton  in  the  hope  of 
obtaining  better  prices  and  would  not  have  been  able  to  get  the  -cotton 
ginned  by  April  30,  according  to  information  received  from  the  American  con- 
sulate general  at  Alexandria.

LARGER  EUROPEAN  FRUIT  CROPS  IN  PROSPECT 

Fresent  indications  are  that  in  England  fruit  trees  will  produce  two 
or  three  times,  and  in  Central  Europe  three  or  four  times,  as  heavily  as 
last  year,  with  only  average  yields,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache 
C.  C.  Taylor  at  London.    Frost  damage  this  spring  was  much  lighter  than 
in  either  1938  or  1937.     In  general,  the  bloom  was  late,  but  prospects 
for  heavy  ;rields  would  be  even  greater  if  weather  conditions  had  been  more 
favorable  for  pollination.    Larger  crops  also  are  expected  in  the  Danube 
Basin  unless  heavy  dropping  occurs. 

In  the  1937-38  shipping  season,  European  markets  took  84  percent 
of  the  United  States  exports  of  apples,  75  percent  of  the  pears,  and  35 
percent  of  the  grapes.     In  the  July-March  period  of  the  1938-39  season, 
total  exports  of  United  States  apples  were  16  percent  higher  and  exports 
of  pears  28  percent  higher  than  in  the  corresponding  1937-38  period, 
largely  because  of  the  severe  frost  damage  to  the  1938  European  crops, 
which  was  even  greater  than  the  damage  in  1937. 
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Host  of  the  increased  exports  of  apples  in  the  1938-39  season  went 
to  continental  European- countries.     Imports  of  United  States  apples  into 
the  United  Kingdom  this  year  were  about  the  same  as  in  1937-38  for  the 
July-April  period.    The  United  Kingdom  takes  nearly  half  of  United  States 
apple  exports  to  Europe,     That  country  also  takes  over  half  of  the  United 
States  pears,  and  nearly  all  pf  the  grapes,  that  arc  shipped  to  Europe. 
This  season  British  imports  of  United  States  pears  and  grapes  increased 
materially  over  1937-38  figures. 

Blossoming  in  the  important  fruit  districts  of  England  and  Wales 
is  reported  to  be  heavy.     Late  in  May,  indications  were  that,  with  con- 
tinued favorable  growing  conditions,  unusually  large  crops  of  both  table 
and  cider  apples  and  pears  could  be  anticipated. 

On  the  continent,  prospects  in  France  are  for  good  crops  of  table 
apples  and  pears.    For  other  fruits,  prospects  are  for  moderate  crops  of 
early  maturing  types  and  for  fairly  good  crops  of  nid-season  types,  such 
as  late  peaches  and  plums.     In  Italy,   the  exporting  Tyrol  region  is  ex- 
pecting apple  and  pear  crops  to  bo  greatly  improved  over  those  of  1938. 
Larger  crops  also  are  seen  in  Piedmont.     For  all  fruits,  growing  condi- 
tions have  been  generally  good.     Germany  is  expected  to  bo  the  chief  buyer 
of  Italian  export  fruits.    Belgium  and  France  also  will  take  part  of  the 
exports,  but  relatively  little  business  is  expected  with  the  United  Kingdom, 
except  possibly  in  plums.

In  Belgium,  fruit  prospects  are  good,  especially  for  apples  and 
pears,  of  which  large  crops  are  expected.     The  Netherlands  also  expects 
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a  large  increase  in  the  fruit  crops.     In  Switzerland,  production  of  high- 
grade  apples  is  expected  to  he  large.     The  crop  in  the  important  Valais 
district  promises  to  he  materially  heavier  than  in  1938.     In  the  1938-39 
season,  Switzerland  was  on  an  import  "basis  for  fruit.    An  export  "balance 
is  seen  for  1939-40. 

In  Central  Europe,  the  apple  crops  of  Germany  are  expected  to  he 
good,  including  those  in  the  newly  acquired  regions.     In  the  old  Austrian 
territories,  the  "bloom  is  said  to  he  the  "best  in  10  years.    Generally  fa- 
vorable conditions  also  are  reported  from  the  Danube  Basin    countries  for 
most  types  of  fruit.    Orchard  expansion  in  those  countries  is  continuing, 
particularly  in  Rumania.     In  Hungary,  the  acquisition  of  Ruthenia  is  es- 
timated to  have  increased  the  number  of  fruit  trees  by  over  2,000,000,  of 
which  nearly  one- third  were  apple  trees. 

WOOL  VALUES'  MAINTAINED  AT  SYDNEY 

The  wool  sales,  opened  at  Sydney,  Australia,  on  June  5,  developed 
prices  in  line  with  those  of  May  18  at  Brisbane,  according  to  cabled  in- 
formation from  the  London  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
The  miscellaneous  selection  offered  at  the  recent  Sydney  opening  met  with 
good  general  competition.    The  current  wool-selling  season  in  Australia 
ends  June  30. 

The  tone  of  the  opening  at  Sydney  represented  a  continuation  of 
conditions  that  have  kept  Bradford  transactions  on  a  firm  price  basis 
since  the  Brisbane  sales.    In  that  interval,  Bradford  operators  saw  no 
reason  for  lowering  existing  quotations,  according  to  Consul  E.  E.  Evans 
at  Bradford.     In  fact,  wool  prices  have  tended  toward  a  basis  slightly 
higher  than  the  selling  prices  for  semimanufactures.    Deliveries  of  the 
latter,  however,  have  been  at  a  relatively  high  level,  and  have  been  an 
outstanding  feature  of  the  industry.     The  output  of  merino  tops  has  tended 
to  exceed  that  of  a  year  ago.    Pressure  for  delivery  has  been  especially 
strong  in  the  crossbred  section  as  a  result  of  Government  military  re- 
quirements.    The  trade  is  expecting  additional  orders  for  uniform  cloth, 
which  suggests  the  continuance  of  pressure  on  crossbreds  for  2  or  3 
months. 

UNITED  STATES  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS,  JULY-APRIL 
Exports 

United  States  exports  of  agricultural  commodities  during  the  first 
10  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  were  21  percent  lower  in  value  than 
during  the  first  10  months  of  last  year.    The  decline  was  due  largely  to 
a  fall  in  shipments  of  cotton,  the  major  item  in  the  trade,  by  44  percent 
in  value  and  39  percent  in  quantity.     The  total  of  all  other  items  de- 
creased by  8  percent  in  value,  but  the  index  of  their  aggregate  quantity 
rose. 
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Notable  among  the  items  that  increased  in  quantity  exported  but 
decreased  in  total  value  of  exports  were  the  grains .and  tobacco.    As  for 
the  grains,  the  change  from  the  unusually  favorable  foreign  demand  con- 
ditions of  last  year  has  apparently  meant  not  a  decline  in  exports  but 
lower  prices  for  larger  shipments.     This  is  true  not  only  for  wheat  and 
wheat  flour  but  also  for  milled  rice  and  corn  and  corn  meal. 


Imports 

Imports  of  .agricultural  products  into  the  United  States  during  the 
first  10  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  were  19  percent  lower  than  dur- 
ing the  corresponding  months  of  last  year.    The  decline  was  less  for  the 
group  of  agricultural  commodities  of  a  type  not  produced  commercially  in 
the  United  States  nor  used  to  a  significant  extent  to  supplement  domestic 
supplies  of  commodities  that  are  produced  commercially  than  it  was  for 
other  agricultural  commodities.    Among  the  commodities  that  supplement  do- 
mestic supplies  of  commodities  produced  commercially  in  the  United  States, 
particularly  great  declines  took  place  in  imports  of  corn  (99  percent) , 
barley  malt  (49  percent),  barley  grain  (99.9  percent),  hogs  (99  percent), 
butter  (60  percent),  and  dried  eggs  (80  percent).     In  general,  the  decline 
occurred  in  items  not  regularly  imported  in  significant  quantities.
